Cost of Corruption 


. The criminal division of the attorney 
general’s office, headed by Robert W. 
Hall, is continuing its investigation of 
corrupt state practices during the Griffin 
administration with good results. But the 
full story of the most arrogant, cynical 
and wasteful administration in Georgia 
history may never be known. 

For instance, as much as the public 
would like to know and is entitled to 
know details of Raleigh Rollins’ R & H 
firm and its dealings with the state, Hall 
teports that this neighbor of former Gov. 
Griffin has informed him that many rec- 
ords of the company have been destroyed. 

This concern, organized during the 

Griffin administration, sold the state up- 
wards of $331,000 in merchandise. Rollins 
himself recently entered a nole contendere 
plea in Fulton Superior Court on charges 
of conspiring with former Parks Director 
J. W. Brinson to cheat and defraud the 
state. He was fined $5,000 and given a 
three-to-four-year probated sentence. 
. But Rollins and his business with the 
state represent only a small part of the 
incredible corruption which now has be- 
come part of court records. Revenue and 
Highway department scandals and the 
unbelievable mess in purchasing will 
live as examples of contempt for the pub- 
lic interest seldom if ever exceeded. 

The extent of the purchasing scandal 
was outlined by Atlanta businessman 
William R. Bowdoin in a Rotary Club 
‘speech this week. Undertaking reorgani- 
vation of the department as a public duty 
earlier this year, he was shocked and dis- 
mayed-at what he found. Political spend- 
ing of the people’s money without re- 
‘gard to its source has been a costly thing. 

He found that wheel-type tractors 
used in maintenance of highway rights- 
af-way were costing $2,245 each. He was 
able to buy comparable tractors for 
$1,242. By instituting business-like meth- 
‘ods, the department was able to save 3342 
per cent on tractor parts, almost 50 per 
‘cent on cloth made into uniforms and 
clothing at Milledgeville and Reidsville, 
20 per cent on asphalt, 64 per cent on 
‘creosote, 40 per cent on seeds, feeds, 
fertilizers and chemicals. 

On and on goes the story of gross mis- 
‘management, extravagance, corruption 
‘and waste. Bowdoin, like many others, 
‘is appalled at seeming public indifference 
toward this cancer of moral decay in 
‘public life. | 

We hope and pray that this public 
andifference is a thing of the past in 
‘Georgia. We pray, too, that the crimi- 
‘nal division will continue to dig deeply 
and that the courts will take firm ac- 
‘tion in punishing any who may be found 
‘guilty. It must be established once and 
for all that officials and politicians are 
not immune to the law.

Better Plan Submitted 


For Selecting Jurors 


A streamlined system for selection of 
jurors as recommended in a special pre- 
‘sentment by the Fulton County Grand 
Jury would be a step forward in mod- 
ernizing court procedures. 
* The proposed plan, suggested by 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore and Judge A. L. 
‘Henson, calls for establishment of a jury 
commission with an executive secretary. 
* Summonses would be mailed on a ro- 
tated basis for prospective jurors to ap- 
bear before the commission and to fill 
put questionnaires. The information ob- 
tained would determine the fitness of 
ach individual for duty. 

* Such procedure would save consider- 
able time now spent in questioning jurors 
4n the courtroom. It would divide jury 
uty impartially among all qualified per- 
‘sons and would result in appreciable sav- 
ings to the county from a monetary stand- 
point. 

* More important, though, are the pro- 
visions of the plan which go far toward 
$nsuring that only qualified persons would 
‘de selected for jury duty. 

» The grand jury recommended that the 
proposal be submitted to the next session 
pf the General Assembly and urged its 
adoption on a county option basis. The 
Constitution supports such a bill in the 
firm conviction that it will serve the 
cause of justice much better than the 
present system.

VA hospital will have to continue to get 
along the best they can in an outmoded 
facility that is bursting at the seams, 
constantly has a long waiting list and is 
in such condition that it is all but im- 
possible to provide adequate mainte- 
nance.

Renewal or Decay Is 
Choice for Aldermen 


The announcement by Col. Malcolm 
Jones, urban renewal director, that the 
city’s program will begin on schedule 
next month is tempered with the sober 
warning that it cannot proceed for long 
unless the zoning problem for relocation 
can be solved. 

Meanwhile, the Board of Aldermen’s 
action in refusing to rezone the Egles- 
ton property for a public housing project 
leaves the question of relocation as far 
from solution as ever. 

Somehow or other we must recognize 
that urban renewal cannot proceed in- 
deed unless satisfactory housing is found 
for those displaced in the process. It is 
not a matter of providing more housing 
but of rehousing those who now live in 
the slum areas. This is a proper pre- 
requisite of renewal. 

Meanwhile, efforts are beginning all 
over again to find a location for the 350- 
unit public housing project formerly 
slated for the Egleston property and a de- 
cision is yet to be made about zoning for 
another 650 units. One thousand such 
units are the minimum judged neces- 
sary for a total of 10,000 families to be 
displaced. 

There are only two choices—urban re- 
newal or the spread of costly blight with 
its consequences of slow strangulation. 
The choice is with the Board of Alder- 
men.

Is a Moving Tribute 


No pulse-stirring writing has come 
out of the President’s trip. This is be- 
cause, of course, most of it of necessity 
must be charades, parades, formal re- 
ceptions and official speeches. 

But none can fail to be moved by the 
tremendous spectacle of Asia’s millions 
striving to see and hear: the President 
of the United States. We in this country, 
used as we are to the President, have 
never comprehended him as the symbol 
he is for justice and peace and strength. 

Even Prime Minister Nehru, of India, 
was moved deeply. He spoke in a voice 
choked with emotion. There is a vast 
psychological value in the trip. He is 
visiting nations which have committed 
themselves to the West or which have 
been neutral and friendly. To them this 
country seems remote and relationships 
with it restricted to letters and wires or 
visits by delegations and diplomats. 

Now they are seeing the President. 
He is as humble as they. Indeed, there 
is none of the grandeur and ceremony 
about him with which he was greeted 
in Pakistan and India. They see in him 
no arrogance, no ostentation, no attitude 
of superiority. 

It is true, the tour does not solve the 
great and complex problems of the coun- 
tries visited. They will be something for 
public opinion and the next Congress to 
discuss,and meet. But without question 


the President’s journey adds up to a 
tremendous psychological asset which 
will have elements of durability.

Faith in Democracy Needed 


To Answer Reds’ Challenge

If nothing else Premier Khrushchev during his visit to the United 
States in September demonstrated his awesome conviction of the 
rightness of his cause—communism. The very depth of his conviction 
shocked a lot of Americans who have become inculcated with the 
idea that there are two sides to everything, 


This idea when carried into po-| 


litical debate with a dedicated 
Communist makes a pretty poor 
showing. Many eminent authori- 
ties in government, business and 
other walks of life are speaking 
of the great need for a resurgence 
of faith in the principles and in- 
stitutions of the United States. 

One of the most respected and 
able of these is J..Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Hoover has _ spent 
the better part of his life delving 
into the philosophy of communism 
and the machinations of Commu- 
nists in the United States. No one 
is more qualified to speak on the 
subject. He is not only an expert 
on communism but he is a man 
with unbounded faith in our own 
capitalistic society under repre- 
sentative government. 

Hoover recently wrote a trea- 
tise entitled, ‘‘Communist Illusion 
and Democratic Reality.” It is a 
penetrating analysis of the basic 
concept and methods of commu- 
nism and the responsibilities of 
citizenship of every American. 
Hoover starts his paper with a 
blunt warning: ‘The United 


States is involved in a_ world 
crisis. We did not create this 
crisis. The Communists in Russia 
began it in 1917... . It was their 
intention then and it has been 
their goal ever since .. . to es- 
tablish a world dictatorship.” 


Communism is. an illusion be- 
cause its basic tenets are con- 
trary to the nature of man. It has 
become a threat because, as Hoov- 
er observes, ‘‘Our way of life is 
so far superior both spiritually 
and materially to Communist to- 
talitarianism that until recently 
we assumed that our citizens did 
not need any specialized knowl- 


edge or training to withstand 
Communist | psychological _ pres- 
sure,”’ 


The first requisite of meeting 
the Communist challenge is a bet- 
ter understanding of our own 
country and a better understand- 
ing of the Communists’ illusion. 
This understanding must start in 
the home, in the local community 
and local schools. It must come 
through a thorough grounding in 
the. basic principles of our indi- 
vidual freedom under law.

Cold War Issues 


Dim ‘Peace’ Glow 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Herter is 
constantly warning us and our allies of the dan- 
ger of “euphoria,” that dream-world glow that 


peace is just around the corner. This is a useful reminder but it is an 
encouraging fact that in the first three countries which President 
Eisenhower has visited on his tri-continent tour he has found both 
public opinion and official opinion completely free of euphoria. 


In fact, he found that the 
people of Italy, Turkey and Pak- 
istan are worried lest we in the 
United States relax prematurely 
by construing an improvement 
in the atmosphere in East-West 
relations with solving the prob- 
lems of the cold war. 


They are not the same. Many 
of our allies are anxious as 
Herter that Western defenses be 
kept strong—preferably stronger 
—until we find out whether Khru- 
shchev is prepared to turn an 
“improved atmosphére” into en- 
forceable agreements. ? 

There is no doubt that the out- 
look has changed considerably 
over a year ago when Khrushchev 
was trying to coerce the smaller 
members of NATO to withdraw, 
was trying to scare Italy and 
Greece from accepting U.S. mis- 
siles and was telling the United 
States, Britain and France that 
we better get out of West Berlin 
—and quick. 

Contrasted to this tense situa- 
tion only 12 months past is the 
new mellowness in which the 
principal ingredients are these: 
Mr. K has withdrawn the ultima- 
tum on West Berlin; we are re- 
suming disarmament discussions 
at Geneva; the Soviets have 
agreed to examine new scientific 
data on detecting underground 
nuclear explosions; the Moscow 
press is publishing the text of an

Inspiration Found 


In Book of Poems 


I have just received a book which I am 
sure I shall always cherish. The title is “A 
Treasury of Poems for Worship and Devotion.”’ 


can official; Russia, the United 
States and 10 other nations have 
signed a treaty demilitarizing the 
Antarctic and providing uninhib- 
ited inspection and some scien- 
tific cooperation; the Soviets 
have ceased boycotting the UN 
committee to work out greater 
cooperation in outer-space and 
there is little Soviet jamming of 
the “Voice of America.” 

This is a sizeable volume of fa- 
vorable developments. A year 
ago few would have thought 
them attainable. But in Secre- 
tary Herter’s mind there are two 
needed caveats: 

1. If the Soviet Union can move 
with such ease and speed to cut 
back the cold war, it can move 
with equal ease and speed to 
resume the cold war. 

2. With the exception of the 
Antarctic treaty, everyone of the 
steps thus far taken to improve 
the East-West climate concerns 
only procedure; no step has yet 
been taken to deal with the sub- 
stance of any of the cold war 
issues. 

All this is simply to say, as 
evidently the Italians and the 
Turks and the Pakistanis, who 
live on the rim of Communist 
aggression, are saying to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, that we must 
not dilute our strength on the 
basis of atmosphere but only on 
the basis of enforceable agree- 
ment, 


The book, edited by Charles L. Wallis, was published a few days ago 
by Harper & Brothers. The word “‘treasury’’ suggests to me a chest 
in which may be found many precious things. 


That word properly describes 
this book which includes 460 
poems by more than 300 poets. 
The poems have been selected 
from classic and modern sources 
and are arranged according to the 
forms of adoration and supplica- 
tion with which generations of 
men have addressed God and sus- 
tained their worship. All of the 
items in the book are prayer- 
poems which is perhaps the man- 
ner in which most of the best re- 
ligious poetry has been written. 

The book is divided into 12 ma- 
jor sections. Some of the head- 
ings are ““‘To God the Father,” 
“Thou Crystal Christ,” ‘‘The Va- 
ried Ministers of Nature,”’ “‘God’s 
Far-Ranging Kingdom” and 
“Through Deep Waters.” 

One of the things which makes 
this book particularly attractive 
is the fact that many more than 
half of the poems have never be- 
fore been included in an anth- 
ology. To be sure, many of the 
poems are well-known but most 
of them will be new to many 
readers. I should: think most 
readers would be grateful to the 
editor for rescuing from certain 
oblivion many poems of the high- 
est quality and of evident spirit- 
ual significance.

Polish Government Faces 


~Dwindling World Role 


VIENNA—The Polish Communist government is faced with the 
fact that its international role is dwindling. It is dwindling as a sort 
of conduit between East and West and it is dwindling within the 
Soviet bloc. But in a strange and important way this diminution of 
importance is not a matter for despair for Wladyslaw Gomulka, the 
head of Poland’s Communist Party, but a matter of satisfaction. 


Poland’s international role is 
becoming less significant, not be- 
cause of any great machinations 
but because two things made it 
virtually inevitable; the trend of 
East-West power relations in the 
last year and the development 
of communism in Eastern Europe 
in the last three years. 


In October, 1958, foreign min- 
ister Adam Rapacki of Poland 
visited Oslo, Norway. This visit 
of the beautifully mannered and 
beautifully groomed Communist 
diplomat to any ally of the West 
had importance. It was one of 
the moves the Poles took, with 
the approval of Moscow, toward 
preparing an atmosphere for ne- 
gotiations. 


Just about a year later Premier 
Khrushchev visited Washington. 
This historic visit of the leader 
of the Soviet bloc and the real 
power behind Rapacki and his 
foreign ministry to the fountain- 
head of Westerm strength obvious- 
ly reduced the significance of 
Polish diplomatic trips and Polish 
diplomatic contacts almost to the 
point of invisibility. 

In October, 1956, the other Com- 
munist. governments of Eastern 
Europe looked at what was going 
on in’ Poland and trembled with 
fear lest the infection spread. In 
December, . 1959, these govern- 
feel themselves growing 
stronger: and the Poles weaker 
and they do not bother to contain 
their *‘we told you so’s.”’ 


Ever since 1956, Polish Com- 
munist diplomats have prided 
themselves on their contacts in 
the West. They never thought for 
a minute that these contacts 
meant that they could be inde- 
pendent of the Soviet bloc—and 
it was a matter in which they 
had no interest. 

But these contacts and Western 
interest in the Polish story gave 
Polish diplomacy a certain pres- 
tige within the bloc and outside 
it. The Poles did not see them- 
selves as a bridge exactly but 
as a sort of sandpaper smoothing 
off the rough spots in East-West 
relations. 

In an important ‘sense the 
diminution of Poland's interna- 
tional role inside and outside the 
Soviet bloc takes some pressures 
off the Polish Communist leader- 
ship. That leadership is freer to 
concentrate on internal problems. 
It is freed to some extent of the 
fear of being caught in a big 
power play, freed to some extent 
of: the fear that Polish com- 
munism will be held responsible 
by its allies for all their troubles. 

Wladyslaw Gomulka and the 
few men close to him care 
neither for the compliments of 
diplomats nor the praise of the- 
ologians. They are interested only 
in establishing communism in Po- 
land to the maximum extent the 
nation will allow and they are 
nervously determined to get down 
to the job.

This total 
increase of/five million dollars at 
the end of five years would boost 
the budget from the present $10.5 
million to $15.5 million. 


The advisory committee, while 
not mentioning the legislative 
group by name, cited the proposed 
figures and pointed out that an 
increase would raise the budget 
only one dollar a day per patient 
to approximately $3.50 


The national average already 
is more than $3.50, and Kansas, 
ranked first nationally in treat- 
ment of the mentally ill, spends 
more than $6. ; 

Vandiver has vowed to. start 


Georgia on a mental health pro- 
gram “second to none in the 
nation.” 


The committee's six-month re- 
port, soon to be completed, will 
be delivered to Dr. John Venable 
director of the State Health de- 
partment, with a request that it 
be forwarded to Vandiver.

U.S. Doctors Test 


Strontium Cure 


BALTIMORE (#—A promising method of flushing much radioac- 
tive strontium out of the body was reported Wednesday by three | 


Baltimore physicians. 


In animals, they said, it boosts 
elimination of dangerous stron- 
tium by five to 20 times over the 
normal rate—before the strontium 
lodges in bones. Strontium is one 
of the radioactive ashes in nuclear 
fallout. 


Injections of harmless sulfates, 
common salts of sulfuric acid, do 
the trick in animals, said Doctors 
MacKenzie Walser, John W. 
Payne and Anna A. Browder of 
the Johns Hopkins medical school. 


If the sulfates work the same 
way in man, it could help save 
persons exposed to laboratory ac- 


_cidents, or to massive doses of 


strontium after capricious winds 
in a bomb test, or by nuclear 
warfare. 


The sulfate treatment would not | 
be very practical in trying to 
overcome effects of gradual con- 


centration of strontium in bones 
from normal fallout of bomb test- 
ing, the physicians said.

Drug Prices 
Detended 
By Merek 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — John 
T. Connor, president of Merck & 
Co. Inc., Wednesday challenged a 
Senate subcommittee’s suggestion 
that his drug firm charges drug- 
gists $170 for a bottle of arth- 
ritis tablets that costs $13. 


He told the Senate anti-trust 
subcommittee that an exhibit it 
prepared failed to reflect his com- 
pany's cost-price relationship. Sub- 
committee Chairman Estes Kelau- 
ver (D-Tenn) retorted that the 
subcommittee was “thinking abvuut 
the consumer.”’ 


EXHIBIT PROTESTED 


Connor objected to an exhibit 
showing that the drug prednisone 
could be bought-in bulk, made :n 
to tablets and bottled for 413.61 
per 1,000 tablets. The subcommit- 
tee said Merck sells a bottle to 
druggists for $170. The price to 
consumers 1s $283. 


Connor did not have a cost - 
price breakdown for the drug. But 
he said the company’s prolit al- 
ter taxes on a similar prenvaration 
was less than $20 for 1,000 tab'ets. 
Merck markets prednisone under 
the brand name ‘‘Deltra.”’ 


Connor accused the subcommil- 
tee of trying to draw an adverse 
comparison between his firm and 
a mythical company.

Turner summed up the school 
situation as it stands and gave a 
brief history of the problem. 


SPOKE OF LEGISLATURE 


Lokey spoke on what could be 
expected from the coming Legis- 
lature which meets in January. 


“I believe I can sum up in one 
word what the Georgia LeBisla- 
ture will do to prevent schools 
from closing—nothing,” he said. 


Lokey said the Legislature had 
passed a lot of school closing 
laws which he called ‘‘junk.”’ 


“Those laws are not constitu- 
tional and will be knocked down 
by federal courts,’’ he said. Per- 
haps if the Legislature was let 
alone by the administration, they 
would do something, but admin- 
istration will not let them go.”’

volved in the civil case, Judge 
Andrews declared: 


“I don’t care what position the 
attorney general takes . the 
matter is before me now.” 


Declaring that since the Bleck- 
ley court had no jurisdiction to 
decide the matter of conspiracy, 
Judge Andrews said the court's 
decision on the matter “‘is void on 
its face and this court's not bound 
by it.” 


Judge Andrews, declaring he 
had the utmost respect for Judge 
Whaley, said the only thing that 
court could have decided in the 
fax case was whether Jessup 
made a false or fraudulent tax 
‘return with the intent to evade 
the tax.” 


‘Ql 'ESTIONS POWER 


Involved in the civil tax case 
was the period February-October, 
1955; December, 1955, to March, 
1956, and December, 1956, the 
same one involved in the criminal 
case. 


Groover argued that if the judge 
took the position that the con- 
spiracy was not involved in the 
civil case, whereas the state's 
counsel argued that it was, the 
defense would be “right in the 
middle.”’ 


Asst. Sol. Gen. Walter LeCraw 
and Special Prosecutor Pau! Ca-

ALLOWS DIRECT APPEAL 


The state attorney contended 
that civil judgments are inadmis- 
sible in criminal cases to prove 
certain facts even when the state 
is a party in both proceedings. 


The defense had argued that 
the civil ruling was binding be- 
cause the state was party to both 
actions. 


The state contends in the crim- 
inal action that Jessup conspired 
to defraud the state by conspiring 
with Ray and Coleman to not en- 
force a sales tax liability due the 
state under sales tax reports he 
had made for the period involved, 


Judge Andrews said he was al- 
lowing the appeal to be directly 
filed because of the ‘“‘dearth of 
authority on several points” 
raised in the case. 


The main one of these is wheth- 
er money due the state on sales 
taxes collected by Jessup as an 
automobile dealer constitutes 
property which the state can be 
defrauded out of. The state said 


it was; the defense argued it 
wasn t. 
Defense attacks on the indict- 


ment contended the statute under 
which Jessup was indicted was 
meaningless and unintelligible and 
had to have words inserted to be 
understood; that the state did not 
allege the state was defrauded of 
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property; that Jessup should 
have been indicted under another 
law; that a conspiracy with Ray 
and Coleman was not enforceable 
because they were “underlings,” 
and that the state had until 
February 1958 to collect the tax 
involved.

One of the things I bemoan about this day and age when I have 
fhe time is the fact that keeping diaries and journals has gone out 
of fashion. We owe so much of our knowledge of the past to men 
and women who faithfully set down somewhere some of their little 
tlaily adventures. 


This was once regarded as a good exercise for children and |! 
remember that it was the first writing that Louisa M. Alcott ever 
did. Keeping a diary was training in writing carefully although it 
may not have been the best place to unburden her soul. Her par- 
ents checked what she wrote every day and not only corrected her 
grammar and spelling but jacked her up about her attitudes and 
such spiritual lapses as her writing revealed. Katharine Mans- 
Jield’s journal is, of course, one of the most valuable records of how 
@ writer works. 


Henry David Thoreau’s journal is the kind of book that you 
Want to read a little every day, if possible and especially if you're 
in the country, keeping to the seasons as he wrote about them. 
i-merson was another fine diarist and so was Ben Franklin. But 
the amateurs weren't so bad either. I remember as a child finding 
an old cookbook in an empty house. The woman who owned that 
cookbook had used its margins and fly leafs to keep a sort of rec- 
‘ord—an incomplete, haphazard record of important events in her 
life and some that weren't so important buteseemed to need setting 
down.

The Daily Herald said Dawkins never made a 
wrong move in the match and added: “His dead- 
eye throwing-in should start a revolution among 
Englishmen who have long neglected the art.” 


Said the London Times of Dawkins’ throw-ins: 
“His left-handed torpedo throw-in, as people call 
it, was more like a rocket and might have been 
learned at Cape Canaveral. Twice it caught Cam- 
bridge dangerously napping.”

Flame A Pudding In 
The English Traditio

These days everybody seems to be talking about 
Christmas fruitcakes and plum puddings—especially 
fruitcakes and plum puddings made from English 
recipes. Thinking about this one day, I began to won- 
der if the British still eat Christmas Pudding in the 


fine old flaming tradition. 


Bent on doing a little re- 
search, I wangled an invitation 
to meet with a group of British 
war brides who, .for nearly 15 
years, have met each month at 
the Red Cross Canteen for tea 
and crumpets. 


Sipping steaming tea from 
English bone-china cups. I 
looked around for the crum- 
pets. I found instead, cake 
made from a package mix. 
However, for the sake of Brit- 
ish tradition, and my education, 
there was also a Christmas ar- 
ray of miniature mince pies, 
decorated cookies, a real Eng- 
lish Yule Log, and a Christ- 


mas Pudding. 


I was told that Christmas 
isn't Christmas to the British 
without a flaming pudding to 
climax the holiday meal. But 
pudding isn't the only tradition- 
al dessert. Tiny mince pies are 
also served—then nuts. and 
fruits, che@se and crackers. 


Some Britishers prefer a pud- 
ding and some a cake, Iris Magid 
told me. Since she prefers a 
pudding, she gave me this 
recipe: 


CHRISTMAS PUDDING 
2 lb. currants 
l cup sultanas (white 
raisins) 
l'y cups seedless raisins 
3 ozs. mixed orange and 


lemon peel 

2 cups flour 

2 cups bread crumbs 

] cup shortening 

1 cup plus 2 tblsps. brown 
sugar 


2 tsp. mixed spices 
1 oz. ground almonds 
Grated rind of 1 lemon 
2 tsp. nutmeg 
4 eggs 
Brandy, old ale or milk 


Wash currants and sultanas. 
Chop peel. Put all the ingredi- 
ents into a bowl and mix well. 
Add enough brandy, ale or milk 
to moisten the batter. Pour 
into well-buttered molds and 
cover with buttered wax paper. 
Steam 8 or 9 hours. Serve 
with brandy or hard sauce. 


It is traditional for everybody 
in the family to stir this pud- 
ding—it is even left for the fa- 
ther to stir before it is steamed. 
Then a sixpence is put into the 
batter—to bring good luck to the 
person who finds it in his piece. 
Mrs. Magid says this is a very 
black pudding—the longer you 
steam it the darker it becomes. 


Mrs. Magid is from London 


So is Vera Austin, who contrib- 


uted this recipe:

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Beat butter and sugar to a 
cream. Add eggs and beat well. 
Stir in flour, nuts, fruit, brandy 
and molasses.
